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County scheme met with Labour calls for town bypass

A COUNTRY road will be turned 
into a three-lane carriageway under 
plans to create a new Mil junction 
at Harlow. 

A new roundabout will also be 
built to cope with the expected 
influx of traffic when the new 
motorway link is completed in 
2021. 

At a press conference held yes¬ 
terday (Wednesday), Essex county 
councillor Rodney Bass said invest¬ 
ment in the town’s road network 
and infrastructure was necessary to 
make the most of the town’s oppor¬ 
tunities. 

“it is a big change but this is 
essential to provide homes and jobs 
for future generations,” he said, “i 
don’t think it’s just moving cars 
from one end of town to another, it is 


providing additional links between 
Harlow and the Mil.” 

Cllr Bass, cabinet member for 
infrastructure , argued that Gilden 
Way in Old Harlow - currently clas¬ 
sified as a B road - would have to be 
widened after traffic surveys pre¬ 
dicted a 71 per cent increase in 
traffic using the stretch of road. 

A new third lane is planned for 
traffic entering the town and will be 
constructed within the highway’s 
boundaries or on land owned by the 
county council. 

The proposals have already 
angered residents of Old Harlow 
and Church Langley who have 


voiced fears over safety and noise. 
The county council said it had 
attempted to address those com¬ 
plaints by lowering the speed limit 
from eOmph to 40mph along Gilden 
Way and Sheering Road. 

Access 

There will also be improvements 
to the footway for pedestrians and 
cyclists, new street lighting and ped¬ 
estrian road crossings while access 
for heavy goods vehicles will be 
restricted. 

The proposed new roundabout 
will be located on Sheering Road. 

County Hall also carried out an 


environmental assessment which 
concluded the overall impact of the 
project was small enough to be jus¬ 
tified. 

Cllr Bass said: “Today’s proposals 
have addressed people’s reserva¬ 
tions but we will never entirely 
satisfy everyone. 

“We are not talking about if there 
should be a connection to the Mil as 
we firmly believe that junction 7a 
on the Mil should be constructed.” 

However, he would not be drawn 
on the subject of a northern bypass. 
He said: “1 cannot immediately 
make a case to justify the Harlow

incorrectly. 

“We will be reinstalling the old 
sign, which includes the correct 
directions, until a replacement is 
ready.” 

The sign was replaced 
yesterday (Wednesday).

Passengers facing 
hike in bus fares 

starts consultation over rises

A SlX-week consultation over plans by 
Essex County Council to increase fares 
on some of its bus services, including a 
number of routes in Harlow, is under 
way. 

County Hall, which has to find Elm 
worth of savings every year until 2019, 
is proposing rises of at)out five per cent 
on a number of its non-commercial 
services for the next three years - equi¬ 
valent to about lOp per ticket. 

The proposals affect 75 non-commer¬ 
cial bus services operated under con¬ 
tract to the authority. Fares on these 
services have remained the same for six 
years and as a result are now out of step 
with many commercial fares by as 
much as 25 per cent. 

The consultation, which runs until 
June 17, will give passengers affected 
by the proposals the opportunity to 
have their say. 

County councillor Eddie Johnson, 
who represents the Harlow South East 
division at County Hall and serves as 
cabinet member for highways and

Air ambulance 
response cars 
‘on call’ 24/7 

ESSEX & Herts Air Ambulance 
Trust is to extend the use of its 
rapid response vehicles to intro¬ 
duce a round-the-clock seven- 
day week service. 

The Helicopter Emergency 
Medical Service currently oper¬ 
ates seven days a week from 
7am-9pm or sunset, whichever 
occurs first. The extended ser¬ 
vice will see greater use of road 
vehicles which will operate into 
the night, initially for two 
nights, from the North Weald 
airbase. 

The vehicles, which are used 
to transport a critical care para¬ 
medic and pre-hospital care doc¬ 
tor, carry the same life-saving 
equipment as the helicopters. 

They will continue to be used 
when the helicopters are groun¬ 
ded due to bad weather or 
unplanned maintenance. 

EHAAT chairman Rob For¬ 
syth said: “it’s thanks to all our 
supporters that we are in a pos¬ 
ition to extend our service and 
provide ever more advanced 
clinical care to the people of 
Essex and Hertfordshire. 

“These improvements won’t 
happen overnight but our 
decision sets the wheels in 
motion to work towards a 24/7 
clinical service.” 

Work will now begin to phase 
in the extended service later 
this year. 


Leaving your dog alone in a car can have fatal consequences 


THE beautiful weather we have 
been experiencing over the past 
week brings a whole new set of 
challenges for the RSPCA. 

Please remember that dogs 
can die in hot cars so never 
leave your’s alone in a car on a 
warm day. And if you see a dog 
in distress in a hot car, dial 999. 

Many people still believe it’s 
okay to leave a dog in a car if 
the windows are left open or 
they are parked in the shade, 
but the truth is it is still a very 
dangerous situation for a dog. 

A car can become as hot as 
an oven very quickly, even 
when it doesn’t feel that warm. 
When it’s 22C degrees in a car it 



can reach an unbearable 47C 
degrees within the hour. 

in an emergency we may not 
be able to attend quickly 
enough and with no powers of 
entry we would need police 
assistance at such an incident. 
Don’t be afraid to dial 999; the 
police will inform us if animal 


welfare assistance is required. 

If the situation becomes 
critical for the dog and the 
police are too far away or 
unable to attend, many people’s 
instinct will be to break into the 
car to free the dog. 

If you decide to do this, please 
be aware that without proper 
justification this could be 
classed as criminal damage 
and, potentially, you may need 
to defend your actions in court. 

Make sure you tell the police 
what you intend to do and why, 
and take images/footage of the 
dog and the names and 
numbers of witnesses to the 
incident.

MOOm science 
complex will be 

learning hub too

MOCK laboratories and exhibi¬ 
tion spaces feature in multi-mil¬ 
lion proposals for a Public Health 
Science Hub in Harlow. 

More details about the £400m 
project have been released as part 
of a three-day public exhibition 
being held in Science Alive at 
Harlow Leisurezone this week. 

Head of external community 
engagement Michael Beard said: 
“Residents can help shape the 
plan. If there’s an overwhelming 
feeling about something then it 
will get some serious consider¬ 
ation. We want to make sure that 
every person in Harlow has got an 
opportunity to understand the 
plans, to see them, and to feedback 
on them. People will help us to 
shape it.” 

Excellence 

The proposals will involve 
redeveloping the vacant GSK site 
at the New Frontiers Science Park 
to create a centre of excellence for 
research, health improvement 
and protection. 

The state-of-the-art science 
research facilities will bring 
together world renowned scient¬ 
ists to work in a single integrated 
campus. 

Science hub programme direct¬ 
or Tim Harry said: “Public Health 
England was formed in 2013 and it 
brought together around 100 
small and large organisations

involved in public health. The 
idea was to get everyone together 
to be more effective.” 

PHE has a broad remit from 
tackling smoking and obesity to 
responding to public health emer¬ 
gencies like swine flu. 

Mr Beard said: “We affect 
everybody’s life. If you had a room 
full of 300 people and sit down 
those who have been affected by 
this, this and this, very soon 
everybody would be sat down. In a 
way it’s us getting that message 
across.” 

The hub will be the first time in 
England that all national public 
health functions have been loc¬ 
ated together in one. 

Mr Harry added: “We are the 
lead organisation in public health 
so the partnerships we’re 
involved in are NHS, local author¬ 
ities, academic institutes, and 
also we’ll work very closely with 
Cambridge so if you look at where 
research starts they’re right at 
the front end and what often we’ll 
do is pick up the research they’re 
doing and actually make it into 
something that you can utilise in 


the real world.” 

Under the outline plans some of 
the former GSK buildings will 
remain, others will be modified 
and some buildings will be 
knocked down and rebuilt. 

The proposed science hub will 
also bring science to the com¬ 
munity with mock laboratories 
for students and exhibitions for 
the public. 

“While there are the security 
aspects we really want the site to 
be a quality place and part of that 
is around the landscaping. We 
want it to be a green site more 
than perhaps what it is today. 

Enhance 

“We want to build on what’s 
there and enhance it,” added Mr 
Harry. 

The Science Hub is expected to 
be fully operational by 2024 but it 
will be a phased approach. 

The public exhibition is being 
held from 3pm to 8pm on 
Thursday, May 12 and Friday, May 
13 as well as from 10am to 1pm on 
Saturday May 14. 

It is the first in a series of events 
being planned before PHE sub¬ 
mits a planning application. 

Those attending will have the 
opportunity to talk to the PHE 
team working on the Science Hub 
Programme as well as the archi¬ 
tects who will be presenting their 
proposals. A feedback form will 
be available at both the event and 
online at www.gov.uk/phe/har- 
low.

north bypass. Every scheme has 
to have a business case. There are 
so many uncertainties, we don’t 
know what the view of Hertford¬ 
shire County Council is entirely 
as this will concern them. 

“Until this crystallises it’s not 
possible to see how and whether 
that would be done.” 

Harlow county councillor Mike 
Danvers accused Cllr Bass of 


launching the consultation 
behind closed doors and said 
Labour members of Harlow Coun¬ 
cil had a better alternative to the 
plan. 

Cllr Danvers said: “There are 
alternatives to junction 7a which 
would be cheaper and easier. It is 
also disappointing Cllr Bass is not 
considering the bypass as 1 think 
that is what is really needed.” 

Cllr Bass responded: “Cllr Dan¬ 


vers is going over old ground and 
frankly we’re not going to take 
any notice. We’re going to take 
notice of residents’ concerns. We 
will try and mitigate this scheme 
to the extent that we can.” 

Consultations, including a 
series of public exhibitions, will 
run until Wednesday, July 6. 
There will also be an opportunity 
for residents to take part in an 
online forum.

Attack injuries 
life-threatening

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Trust to cut jobs in 
bid to save money 

School funding is becoming ‘increasingly limited’

AN academy trust with two schools in 
Harlow is shedding more than 30 jobs as 
funding becomes “increasing limited”. 

The Academy Transformation Trust 
(ATT) sponsors Mark Hall Academy in 
First Avenue and Kingsmoor Academy in 
Ployters Road. 

It told staff across its 20 academies 
nationwide on Thursday that 32 support 
staff roles were at risk and affect 108 
employees. 

But the Star was told this week that up 
to 10 jobs could be at risk at Harlow schools 
although this has not been confirmed by 
the trust. 

Chief executive Ian Cleland said the 
trust will look to deliver human resources, 
finance and site management on a region¬ 
al - more cost-effective - basis. 

“We take our duty to provide the very 
best education for each of our pupils very 
seriously and this must always we be our 
first priority,” he said. 

But a joint statement released on behalf 
of headteachers, teachers and support uni¬ 
ons branded the proposals “ill-thought 


out” with “significant flaws”. 

It said: “The financial case presented by 
ATT included questionable assumptions, 
for example about school funding in the 
2017/18 school year when the government 
has yet to announce its full proposals. 

“The joint unions have serious ques¬ 
tions about the validity of some of the 
financial assumptions.” 

Improvement 

Last year, Mark Hall Academy received 
praise for a significant improvement in 
results while Kingsmoor Academy still 
requires improvement despite making 
positive changes. 

Mr Cleland said: “All education pro¬ 
viders have a duty to spend public money 
responsibly and achieve value for money 
and ATT is not alone in this. 

“These challenges are being faced by 
schools, academies and multi-academy 
trusts across the country. 

“As education funding is becoming 
increasingly limited, we must focus as 
much of our funding as possible on edu¬ 
cation (ie, teaching and academy improve¬ 
ment staff) and on ensuring that our 
academies are operating as efficiently as 


possible.” 

He added: “1 must stress that this is the 
start of a consultation process and 1 would 
like to reassure staff, principals and local 
governing bodies throughout the trust 
that we want to hear their views and we 
are keen for each of you to make an active 
contribution to this process. 

“We have been communicating closely 
with trade unions for several months and 
we will continue to work with them 
throughout this process on a positive out¬ 
come. 

“We recognise that this is a difficult 
time for many of our staff. We are working 
to minimise job losses wherever possible 
and we are making every effort to support 
staff through these changes.” 

On Friday, the Government announced 
that it would not force all schools to 
become academies, a decision which has 
been welcomed by Essex County Council 
which is the local education authority. 

Cllr Ray Gooding, the council’s cabinet 
member for education and lifelong learn¬ 
ing, said: “We have made some fantastic 
progress in Essex in recent years and 
remain committed to ensuring all pupils 
receive the best possible education.”

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Foodbank reports a drop 
in the number of referrals 

THE number of people referred to Harlow Foodbank has 
fallen during the past year. 

Figures for the 12 months ending in March show that 
2,744 people in the town used the service compared to 
3,133 the previous year. 

In its end-of-year report, the Michael Roberts Char¬ 
itable Trust which runs the foodbank said the main 
reasons for referral were benefit delays and changes (38 
per cent), low income (17 per cent) and domestic violence 
(eight per cent). 

Gary Knott, director of community services for the 
Michael Roberts Charitable Trust which runs the food- 
bank, said: “We have seen a slight decline in people being 
referred this year. 

“We are aware, however, that some frontline agencies 
have had to reduce their services due to budget cuts or 
planned closures, which does have an impact on refer¬ 
rals. 

“We have also introduced the Bounty Club, a fresh food 
service which picks up surplus fresh food from local 
companies and redistributes it back into the community. 
This may help reduce the number of people coming direct 
to the foodbank for support.” 

Working in partnership with Safer Places and Family 
Mosaic, the foodbank also provides toiletries, washing 
powder nappies and hygiene products, and supplies 
cereal, bread, jam and juice to breakfast clubs at 10 
primary schools.

LABOUR has retained its slender majority on Harlow 
Council in the party’s first big test since last year’s 
General Election. 

The authority has a long history of Labour control, with 
the party having had an overall majority from 1973 until 
2003. 

The Conservative group ran the council for four years 
until 2012 when Labour regained its majority. 

Before Thursday’s election, the Labour Party had ear¬ 
marked Harlow as one of 25 key seats across the country. 

While polls predicted the party was on course to lose 170 
council seats nationally. A poll conducted by the Star said 
Labour would gain seats. 

Council leader Jon Clempner said he thought the coun¬ 
cil election “would be tighter” than the results showed. 

He said: “1 thought it was going to be a tighter election 
but this shows people recognised we have made a positive 
difference. 

“While there may have been some confusion in the 
election last year with the General Election the people of 
Harlow have backed Labour on local issues.” 

Senior Labour councillor Mike Danvers played down the 
opinion polls and said the party had received a good 
reaction on the doorstep. 

“We have had a good reception on the doorstep. We have 
been out knocking on doors for most of the year - that could 
be the difference,” he said. 

One third of the council’s 33 seats were up for grabs, with 
attention focused on the Harlow Common ward after 
Labour’s Mark Wilkinson won the seat last year by just 16 
votes. But the group’s deputy leader Emma Toal secured it 
with an increased majority of 113. 

Fantastic 

“It is fantastic to have won and 1 am delighted,” she said.. 
“It was nerve -racking, it looked close when you saw the 
votes being counted and you can never quite tell. We are 
delighted with our performance tonight. 

Cllr Clempner, who cemented his place on the council by 
beating his Conservative rival by more than 500 votes, said 
the hard work of the Labour group had paid off in his party 
securing an overall win. 

He said: “It was the result we were hoping for. We worked 
very hard to get our positive message across. 

“We fought this election on local issues. We have been 
working with other local bodies, but we are a red dot in a 
sea of blue.” 

Cllr Clempner added that he would like to continue as 
leader of the council but said the ultimate decision rested 
with his party. 

In 2015, Harlow elected a Conservative MR with Robert 
Halfon but the party’s success in the General Election was 
not replicated last week. Although the group retained its 
seats in Church Langley, Great Parndon, Old Harlow, and 
Sumners and Katherines, it does not make any gains. 

Speaking after the election count, which was held at the 
Latton Bush Centre on Thursday, Mr Halfon said his party 
“put up a good fight” to retain its current seats. 

“1 am very happy that we put up such a good fight and 


regained all of our seats, and came very close to winning 
some,” he said. 

“As we are the party in government and with so many 
national issues going on 1 thought Labour would be 
looking to take seats, but this has not happened. 

“1 am happy Harlow still has a strong Conservative 
presence. We came very close to winning two seats. 1 would 


have loved us to have won but the fact is that as the 
Government we would expect to defend seats rather than 
take them.” 

Cllr Clempner added: “1 truly believe that Harlow is on 
the cusp of many great things again, and it is an honour to 
continue fight for the jobs, infrastructure, housing and 
skills that Harlow people deserve.”

Essex Police and Crime Commissioner 

Commissioner wants bobbies on the beat

THE county’s new policing boss 
has vowed to bring back police 
on the beat and merge the 
leadership of the fire service 
with his force. 

Conservative Roger Hirst 
swept to victory in the Essex 
Police and Crime Commissioner 
election by more than 30,000 
votes. 

His nearest competitor was 
UKlP’s Bob Spink, who Mr Hirst 
beat in the second round by 
135,948 votes to 103,792. Voters in 
Harlow selected Labour’s Chris 
Vince as the town’s first 
preference with Mr Hirst coming 
in second. 

After taking the oath of office 
and promising to stand by his 
manifesto pledges, Mr Hirst, a 
former cabinet member of Essex 
County Council, said: “1 feel 
elated but 1 know there is a big 
job ahead. It will definitely be a 
challenge. 

“There are savings to be made 
and there are demands on police 
time. It is about finding new 
efficiency, using new technology 
and putting better organisational 
structures in place. 

“The key priority first of all is 
getting the manifesto message 
across to the police and that is 
more local, more visible and 
more accessible policing. 

“1 want more police out on 
patrol and if that means finding 
ways for them to do their 
paperwork better, so be it.” 

During previous 
Commissioner Nick Alston’s 
time in office, large swaths of the 
force’s Police Community 
Support Officers (PCSOs) were 


made redundant and front desks 
closed. 

While Chancellor George 
Osborne vowed to protect the 
police budget, Mr Hirst admitted 
new ways of thinking about 
policing were required. 

Unlike Mr Alston’s time in 
office, Mr Hirst’s began with a 
slightly larger mandate after 26 
per cent of the electorate had 
their say, more than double the 
turnout in 2012. 

Alongside his pledge to have 
officers spending 20 per cent 
more time out in the community, 
Mr Hirst vowed to double the 
number of special constables, 
volunteers who are used mainly 
to tackle crime at local 
neighbourhood level. 

But perhaps the most ground¬ 
breaking promise to improve 


police efficiency and free up 
funds was the proposal that the 
county’s police and fire services 
could join together under a 
single banner head organisation. 

“1 want to bring the police and 
the fire service closer together,” 
added the 55-year-old. 

“It is not going to happen 
overnight and the promises 1 
have made in my manifesto are 
over four years, not four months. 

“We have already had good 
discussions with the fire service 
and the fire authority and we 
have good reason to believe the 
police and the fire service are 
behind going on this journey 
together.” 

Mr Hirst officially start his 
new role today (Thursday) when 
Mr Alston’s tenure comes to an 
end.

A TEENAGER who carried out 
an “outrageous” attack with a 
beer bottle which left a 69-year- 
old cab driver with serious head 
injuries has been jailed for 30 
months. 

Daniel Bibby, 18, who at the 
time of the incident lived at 
Occasio House in Playhouse 
Square, Harlow, pleaded guilty 
to unlawfully wounding Barry 
Winstone. 

Chelmsford Crown Court was 
told that Mr Winstone needed 80 
stitches to the wounds in his 
head and face which he suffered 
in the attack on March 19. 

The court was told Bibby hit 
Mr Winstone hit him once on 
the back of the head and twice 
in the face using a bottle from a 
crate of beer which he and two 
friends had with them. 

Crown prosec¬ 
utor Geoff Gelbart 
said Mr Winstone 
visited hospital on 
four occasions and 
needed at least 
three weeks off 
work. He has been 
left with scarring 
and lost up to £1,200 
in income 

Mr Gelbart said 
Mr Winstone had 
picked up Bibby and 
two other people in 
Epping High Street. 

They asked him to 
drive them to North 
Weald and a fare was agreed 
and paid. 

They also asked to go to vari¬ 
ous other places during the 
course of the journey and Mr 
Winstone formed the opinion 
they did not know where they 
were going. 

“He stopped the taxi and 
asked them to leave and was 
struck on the back of the head 
with a glass bottle which came 
from a crate of beer,” said Mr 
Gerlbart. “He was then struck 
twice in the face.” 

Bibby then got out of the

vehicle with a bottle of lager in 
each hand and threw them at 
Mr Winstone but fortunately 
neither caused further injury. 
He then ran off but was later 
arrested after police were told 
his identity by the other two 
people who were with him. 

Sumeer Choudhury repres¬ 
enting Bibby, said in mitigation 
he deeply regretted the incident 
and apologised for his actions. 
He fully accepted responsibility 
for the injuries which were 
caused in the taxi. 

She said he had been drink- 



round, struck him twice more 
in the face.” 

The judge added: “You did 
him serious injury, the damage 
done was appalling. He had 80 
stitches in hospital, which 
required him to attend on four 
occasion and was off work for 
some considerable time. 

“Taxi drivers work at night 
providing a very useful service 
for member of the public mov¬ 
ing around, such as doctors and 
nurses. If people get away with 
lenient sentences for attacking 
them there won’t be any. They 
must know courts will protect 
them.” 

A second charge of wounding 
with intent, to which Bibby 
pleaded not guilty, was ordered 
to be left on file. 

Speaking afterwards, Mr 
Winstone, of Vicarage Lane, 
North Weald, criticised the sen¬ 
tence, saying that it was too 
short. 

“With good behaviour he will 
be out in just over a year,” he 
said. “These courts need sort¬ 
ing out.”

GOOD design in Harlow’s buildings 
and public spaces will be celebrated 
with then launch of a new archi¬ 
tectural award scheme. 

Harlow Civic Society, which is 
behind the project, hopes the awards 
will encourage developers to produce 
new designs that both preserve and 
enhance the town’s special charac¬ 
ter. 

Two local artists will produce the 
trophies, plaques and certificates for 
the awards. 

“Harlow Civic Society is keen to 
encourage good design in building 
and public spaces throughout the 
town. This has always been one of its 


key aims and up to now the only way 
to achieve it has been to comment on 
developers’ plans as they apply for 
planning permission,” said a spokes¬ 
man. 

“Since developers will have an 
extra incentive to produce pleasing 
new designs, the society is looking 
forward to seeing new buildings that 
both preserve and enhance the town's 
special character.” 

Artists Jon Lewis and Ewa 
Wawrzyniak, who work as part of the 
thriving creative community at 
Parndon Mill, were briefed to come 
up with designs that reflected Har¬ 
low’s original town hall designed by 
Sir Frederick Gibberd and John Gra¬ 
ham with its distinctive barrel vaul¬ 
ted roof and viewing gallery. 

Ewa’s proposal was selected by the 


society for the residential award and 
Jon’s for a non-residential award. 

Both awards will be given annually 
based on a combination of votes cast 
by readers of the Star and the 
decision of a special panel of 
experts. 

Ewa has been a professional glass 
artist for more than 20 years and 
teaches at the University of Hert¬ 
fordshire. She is particularly inter¬ 
ested in buildings and how they fit 
into their surroundings. 

Ewa’s design will have four layers 
of optiwhite glass to give a clear and 
transparent look to the piece. The 
barrel-vaulted feature of the town 
hall will be hand drawn with glass 
enamels on all four layers to show a 
3D effect of the building and the 
tree.

ORGANISERS of this year’s St 
Clare Hospice Midnight Walk are 
keeping their fingers crossed they 
will succeed in hitting their 
fundraising target of £60,000.

Town’s elderly 
to benefit from 
lottery fimding 

Charity gets £183k grant to extend project

THE future of a project to 
reduce loneliness and the sense 
of social isolation among Har¬ 
low’s elderly residents has been 
secured thanks to a grant from 
the Big Lottery Fund. 

Staff at the Wych Elm-based 
charity Rainbow Services are 
celebrating after its bid for a 
share of the £2.5m cashpot to 
run the Senior Safe and Social 
project for a further three years 
was successful. 

“To say we are delighted 
would be an understatement,” 
said chief executive Jackie 
Sully. “It will enable us to do 
more work for older people.” 

Rainbow Services will use 
the £183,313 it has been awarded 
to extend Senior Safe and Social 
to 10 new areas to help reduce 
loneliness and social isolation 
experienced by older people. 

The trial period has run for 
two years and more than 200 
elderly residents have bene¬ 
fited from lunch clubs, neigh¬ 


bourhood support, friendship 
groups, days out and chat 
groups. Older people will also 
receive safety information and 
advice on how to remain inde¬ 
pendent within their home. 

“Lots of older people, as well 
as having health challenges, 
can feel lonely and isolated,” 
explained Mrs Sully. “If we 
think about modern day living, 
lots of families move away. 
People are not as confident 
about going out and if you con¬ 
sider buses and taxis it’s anoth¬ 
er layer of challenge. 

Company 

“A lot of older people we 
interviewed said they only have 
their TV for company.” 

She added: “We organise low 
key social activities so people 
can have conversations. We also 
re-introduce people into their 
communities which allows 
older people to support one 
another. 

“We ran the trial period for 
just under two years and just 
over 200 people were helped. 


People have come off anti¬ 
depressant medication through 
the project. 

“We were under strict 
instructions not to tell anybody 
until yesterday. We are all 
delighted and the best thing is 
that so many people are de¬ 
lighted for us.” 

The awards have been made 
through the Big Lottery Fund’s 
Awards for All and Reaching 
Communities programmes. 

Awards for All provides 
grants between £300 and £10,000 
to voluntary and community 
organisations while Reaching 
Communities awards larger 
grants of £10,000 and above. 

Projects in Colchester, South- 
end and Cambridge have also 
benefited in the latest share- 
out. 

Lynn Cole, grant making dir¬ 
ector for Big Lottery Fund Eng¬ 
land, said: “It’s wonderful to 
hear the stories of how through 
these great projects people have 
overcome barriers, learned 
new skills and improved their 
lives.”

Join the stag hunt 


IT may look like an armour- 
plated war machine with 
fearsome weapons with which 
to fight its opponents, but the 
sad truth is the friendly stag 
beetle is in danger of becoming 
extinct in the UK. 

It is becoming harder to catch 
a glimpse of this impressive 
creature because their numbers 
are dwindling across Europe 
due to loss of habitat and 
predators including cats, 
magpies and humans. 

In some parts of 
this country stag 
beetles are 
already 
extinct, so 
now the 
People’s 
Trust for 
Endangered 
Species is 
asking the public 
to record any 

sightings for their annual Great 
Stag Hunt. 

Stag beetles live in gardens, 
parks, woodlands and 


can grow up to 7.5cm in length 
which makes them the second 
largest of all UK beetles. 

For the majority of their life 
they remain underground in 
their pre-adult stage, feeding on 
rotten wood. But once fully 
grown they build a large cocoon 
and turn into their more 
recognisable form. 

A total of 5,796 stag beetles 
were recorded during last year’s 
Great Stag Hunt. 


Conservation officer Laura 
Bower said: “The Great Stag 
Hunt has involved thousands of 
people over the past 20 years. 
Now is the right time of year for 
people to start recording 
sightings of stag beetles as they 
emerge from mid-May 
onwards.” 

To raise the profile of beetles, 
PTES is working with author 
MG Leonard, who wrote the 
best-selling children’s novel 
Beetle Boy which follows the 
adventure of a boy and his 
friend Baxter, who is a beetle.

You need to start in the 
same place. 

HAVE THE MONEY CHAT 

Are you both debt averse or is just one 
of you? 

Think how you will run your finances.

Talk this through carefully. Who will 
pay what? Try and make it feel fair so 
you each have about the same level of 
disposable income.

OLIVE OIL AND AVOCADO - a recipe 
for a salad topping and also a 
deep conditioning treatment for 
hair.

CUT BACK on using heated

This is left under the heat and 
then given a thorough shampoo 
out. The treatment contains a 
blend of apricot, coconut, 
camellia and oat oils that are 98 
per cent natural. 

My hair was renewed, glossy 
and looking healthier than it has 
been in a long time. 

However, many of us don’t have

If you must use them, these 
straighteners are a good choice.

n July, Billy Bragg will make a familiar journey, but not one he’s done 
for quite a while. The singer, writer and political campaigner will 
make his way to Chalkwell Park for the Village Green festival heading 
along the road that follows the Thames estuary out from London to 
Southend. 


He wrote a song about the journey more than 30 years ago. A13: Trunk 
Road To The Sea recalls the trips Billy made with his family (and later 
with his mates) from his native Barking to Southend, listing familiar 
names along the way and Chalkwell is, of course, one of them. 

Long gone are the days when the Braggs used to regularly head down 
to sunny Southend and the sandy beach at Shoeburyness for some 
seaside fun, but it’s clear that he still holds the place high in his 
affections. And he’s already familiar with the festival. 

“1 did one of the early Village Green festivals,” he says. “ 1 did a 
big busk and got a lot of people onstage. I’ve got lots of childhood^ 
memories of Chalkwell Park and going to Southend. I’ve still 
got family who live that way so 1 get back to Essex now and 
then.” 

A festival veteran who’s played gigs large and small for 
the best part of three decades, Billy knows how to work a 
festival crowd and says it’s all about adapting to the 
situation. 

“You have to do what feels right on the day. It 
depends who else is on the bill and what the weather 
is like. If it’s a sunny day you’re in a better position, 
that’s for sure. I’ve played at festivals where it’s 
tipped it down all weekend and you have to do 
something uplifting, so 1 do a song like One Love 
and everyone has a singalong.” 

Another thing Billy likes about festivals is 
that you’re not just playing to your own crowd, 

“Festivals are a great chance to connect 
with people. They might just be walking 
by to get their breakfast, but it’s your 
chance to draw them in. 1 think you have 
to play a set that reaches out to people 
because not everyone is there to see you. 

“1 enjoy playing festivals but they’ve 
changed. There are a lot more boutique, 
smaller ones now so you don’t get lost 
while you’re on the site. In the old days, 
festivals were massive. Now they’re more 
like - and 1 don’t mean this in a bad way - 
rock ‘n’ roll fetes. They’re nice to play.” 

He may have been writing, performing and 
campaigning since the late 1970s, but Bragg is 
showing no signs of slowing down or 
mellowing with age. He’s playing a number of 
festivals over the summer - including 
curating the Left Field stage at Glastonbury 
- before releasing a new album in September 
and then going on a UK tour in the autumn. 

Bragg is renowned for his political songs 
but has his doubts whether they have the same 
effect these days as they did when he first started 
out. 

“In the old days, you only really used to be able to 
connect with people via songs, there was no social 
media for people to have their say then. Music is no 
longer at the vanguard in that role. Debates, 
conversations and ideas used to be propagated by 
albums, gigs and the radio but not anymore.” 

As passionate about his principles as ever, Billy still 
plays protest songs and says his Village Green set could 
include songs from across his whole career; he might 
even play some new material. But more than anything, he 
seems excited about being back on home turf. 

“I’m looking forward to coming back to Chalkwell Park. 

1 always have a good time in Essex. 1 always think of myself 
as an Essex boy so it’ll be good to be back.”

N the concrete heart of 
Harlow, a group of artists are 
drawing inspiration from the 
new town’s architecture. 

Gatehouse Arts Studios and 
Gallery is a creative hub where 60 
diverse artists hone their craft and 
present their work. 

Artists agree the studios, 
occupying much of the space in 
West Gate, and the gallery, 
prominently placed in East Gate, 
are well kept secrets about to be 
shared. 

“One of the reasons 1 moved to 
Harlow from Yorkshire is that 1 was 
interested in new towns, their 
planning and design,” said Richard 
Sobey. 

From his East Gate studio, the 
55-year-old creator is producing 
graphics, objects and modern 
designs that show the town in a 
way never seen before. 

“There was a really big campaign 
with the arts in Harlow as soon as 
the town was born and that 
fascinated me. Harlow has what 1 
think is quite a fantastic collection 
of art and artists. 

“Moving here has been better 
than 1 expected,” he added. 

“1 have met lots of people from 
different backgrounds and my 
enthusiasm has grown as 1 have 
found lots of opportunities.” 

Computer graphic artist Gerry 
Parnham has concentrated on his 
bright and highly intricate works 
since retiring as a research 
physicist. 

The 65-year-old feels the 
progression of his works would not 


have been possible if it was not for 
his studio space in Gatehouse Arts, 
but he is unsure about what the 
future holds. 

“1 have been here for five years 
and there is a lot of stuff that has 
been produced in the studio,” he 
said. 

“Art has always been a hobby. 
Ever since computers were 
invented 1 have used them to make 
pictures. The thought of my art 
being sold is a nice one and it is a 
reasonable ambition for me. 

“1 would like to have my own 
exhibition at Gatehouse Arts 
gallery. It would not be this year, 
but it might be possible next year.” 

Gerry is encouraging of the 
gallery’s latest showcase The 
Photographer’s Eye Open 2016, 
which presents an opportunity for 
anyone in Harlow have their 
camera skills exhibited. 

After four judges whittled down 
scores of entries into the free 
competition, the work of the 
finalists now hangs inside the East 
Gate gallery. 

Members of the public have until 
Sunday to peruse the photos and 
vote for their favourites. A prime 
spot in the window will be the prize 
of the winner, while all works are 
up for sale - ranging in price from 
£15 to more than £2,000. 

Amanda Westbury is a ceramic 
artist with a studio at Gatehouse 
but she find more often she is 
taking care of the organisational 
side of the gallery. 

“This is the third year we have 
run this exhibition and it has 


grown every time in participation 
numbers,” she said, admiring the 
work in the gallery. 

“It has been well received. 1 think 
it is important that there is 
somewhere that is free for the 
public to come into, have a look 
around and enjoy art. There are 
some great conversations.” 

Amanda said the collective at 
Gatehouse is one of the largest in 
Essex, if not the country - and said 
the key to helping art develop in 
the town centre is through 


co-operation. 

“1 am quite involved in 
promoting the art in Harlow. There 
is a feeling that the public do not 
care about it in the town. However, 
as an experiment, we covered some 
town centre sculptures in a project 
called Harlow Wraps to see if people 
would notice. 

“The response was incredible and 
it shows that people really do notice 
what is there.”

Harvey Centre, said joined up thinking 
is key to safeguarding culture in a 
historically arts-focused town. 

“Rome was not built in a day and 
investment in the arts is still arriving,” 
he said. 

“We own the properties for 
Gatehouse and do our best to support 
them. We’re encouraged to bring arts 
to the town as it can help to change 
how the town is perceived.” 

Richard and Gerry both agreed that 
more work is needed to be done, but 
there is potential to turn Harlow into 


the culturally booming town they want 
it to be. 

Gerry said: “As to whether the 
residents (of Harlow) appreciate it I’m 
not sure, but it is important to keep 
trying. 

“1 think we could be more public 
then we are. The problem in Harlow 
could be down to money and 1 guess art 
is not a priority for residents. It is 
down to us to make art reach out to 
people. 

Richard added: “1 feel a Harlow arts 
festival would be a good idea. In other 


towns across the UK, they have proved 
very successful to the local economy 
and it gets the community more 
engaged. 

“1 would question any artist who 
said the public are not engaged. It is up 
to us to get people to take their first 
step into art, and 1 think it would be 
good to make use of the large open 
spaces in Harlow to hold a festival. 

“Moving to Harlow has focused my 
work much more clearly in the issues 
of town design and placement.” 


Audience betrayed by play 


THE audience at Victoria Hall Theatre 
was entertained rather than thrilled by 
Harlow Theatre’s Company’s rendition of 
a Harold Pinter classic. 

Despite its nine scenes playing out in 
reverse order Betrayal is a remarkably 
simple production, or at least by Pinter’s 
standards. 

Set initially in 1977, the year when the 
play was written, we meet adulterous 
lovers Emma and Jerry in the pub as 
they catch up two years after ending their 
affair. 

As the plot unfolds the audience is 
taken gradually back to 1968 with 
Emma’s husband and Jerry’s best friend 
Robert providing the third lead. 

For a play that director Dolleen 
Howlett insisted was not a comedy there 
are a lot of funny moments as the three 
pointlessly complicate their lives through 
deceit and mind games. 

A highlight is Jerry’s desperate 
attempt to decipher at which point he had 
been found out. “1 didn’t know that you 
didn’t know 1 didn’t know that you knew,” 
he cries pathetically early on. 

Robert’s hideous shirts remind you the 
play is approaching its 40th birthday, but 
Betrayal is depressingly relevant in its 
comment on middle class attitudes and 
marriage in general. 

It is a trademark of Pinter to conjure 
up these self-absorbed characters and the 
reverse chronology places the joke firmly 
on them as one can see their schemes fall 
through before they are planned. 

The reverse telling makes the play an 


absorbing watch of wondering ‘how did it 
happen’ but it does consequently miss out 
on the thrill of what is coming next. 

Kevin Smith gives a strong turn as 
Jerry and Leo Appleton and Alyssa Upton 
are solid as the two leads, but there is an 
element of feeling missing in the 
performances. 

One is not expected to sympathise with 
the characters, but the absence of the 
performances is such that their fate is of 
little interest. The set design is also 
uninspiring, although there is fun to be 
had in a restaurant scene where Paul 


Stephenson provides a nice cameo as a 
waiter. 

The result is a solid directorial debut 
for Dolleen Howlett and an absorbing 
play that was deserving of more than the 
half-empty theatre it was performed in 
front of 

But while it aims to be subtle. Betrayal 
lacks a certain spark to really capture the 
imagination. 

Three stars.

HE recent BBC 
adaptation of The Night 
Manager was a 
delicious reminder of 
writer John Le Carre’s 
ability to wring nerve-shredding 
tension from spy games 
orchestrated by self-serving 
members of the British Secret 
Service. 

Screenwriter Hossein Amini’s 
adaptation of another Le Carre 
page turner, Our Kind Of 
Traitor, is perfectly timed to 
capitalise on the resurgent 
interest in the Dorset-born 
author and his expert dissection 
of M16 practices. 

Hinging on a chance 
encounter between a naive 
British everyman and a flashy 
East European powerbroker, 
Susanna White’s film flits across 
international borders as it asks 
us to believe that a plummy 
academic would risk his 
humdrum life for a total 
stranger by virtue of his 
unshakeable goodness. 

“Why are you still here?” the 
Russian criminal asks his stuffy 
saviour as they prepare to face a 
team of sharp-shooting 
assassins. 

“1 don’t know,” dryly responds 
the lecturer. 

Nor do we and that frustrating 
lack of clarity about the lead 
character’s motivation proves 
the film’s undoing as the cogs of 
a serpentine plot click neatly 
into place, setting up the 
inevitable final showdown that 
decides if virtue or vice emerges 
unscathed from the melee. 


University lecturer Perry 
Makepeace (Ewan McGregor) 
and barrister girlfriend Gail 
(Naomie Harris) are on holiday 
in Marrakesh, hoping to salvage 
their relationship after his 
indiscretion. 

At a bar, they encounter rowdy 
Russian businessman Dima 
Krasnov (Stellan Skarsgard), 
who unexpectedly takes Perry 
into his confidence and secretly 
gives the academic a flash drive 
to deliver to British intelligence 
with the instruction that it is “a 
present from the number one 
money launderer in Moscow”. 

British agent Hector Meredith 
(Damian Lewis) and colleague 
Luke Weaver (Khalid Abdalla) 
take delivery of the flash drive at 
Heathrow, which contains 
evidence implicating MP Aubrey 
Longrigg (Jeremy Northam) in a 
money-laundering scam 
masterminded by sadistic 
Russian mobster The Prince 
(Grigoriy Dobrygin). 

Hector’s direct superior Billy 
Matlock (Mark Gatiss) refuses to 
sanction an official operation, 
but Hector ploughs on 
regardless, since he harbours a 
private grudge against the 
politician. 

Unfortunately, there is a caveat 
to smuggling Dima to the UK as 
an informant. 

“He will only deal with us if 
you and Gail are there,” Hector 
explains to Perry. 

Thus the lecturer and his 
sweetheart become globe-trotting 
pawns in a deadly game of 
espionage alongside Dima’s 


proud wife Tamara (Saskia 
Reeves) and their children. 

Anchored by Skarsgard’s 
eye-catching portrayal of a 
family man with a twisted moral 
code. Our Kind Of Traitor 


simmers pleasantly, but never 
turns up the heat sufficiently on 
McGregor and Harris’ do 
gooders. 

White choreographs some 
memorable interludes, including 


a hallucinogenic party where 
one naked lovely trots around an 
opulent house on horseback, but 
protracted chase sequences 
aren’t particularly suspenseful. 

Amini’s script telegraphs its 


intentions, sustaining dramatic 
momentum, if not the vice-like 
tension we crave.

“The last two games have made 
me very, very proud. Ninety-nine 
per cent of the people wanted to 
kiss and hug me -and 1 did enjoy 
that.”

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Benefactor’s big role 
in new-look Miuigolds 

Former president’s clubhouse vision turns into reality

THE Elmillion project to build a 
state-of-the-art new clubhouse at 
Harlow Cricket Club is starting to 
take shape. 

Diggers moved in three weeks 
ago and the scheme, putting the 
clubhouse at the heart of the com¬ 
plex in Chippingfield, Old Harlow 
is expected to be completed by 
early October and in full oper¬ 
ational use for the new cricket 
season in 2017. 

Half a million pounds has come 
from Sport England to fund the 
project. 

But the Marigolds club owe a 
massive debt to late former pres¬ 
ident Vince Dunn, who left it a six- 
figure sum in his will, specifically 
towards paying for this ambitious 
scheme. 

Dunn was the landlord at the 
Marquis of Granby pub in Old 
Harlow for 39 years. 

Fond 

Although he never played for 
the cricket club, in his later years 
he became incredibly fond of it 
and was president for three sea¬ 
sons until his death in September 
2005. 

Harlow Cricket Club (HCC) 
committee member Christine 
Baxter said: “He enjoyed the fact 
that we helped younger people. 

We just want to keep encouraging 
young people to take part in sport 
and enjoy it. It’s important as a 
small club that we do our best for 
them.” 

Along with operating five men’s 
teams in the Shepherd Neame 
Essex League, the club caters for 
nearly 160 children from the ages 
of five up to 18. 

Mrs Baxter has played a key 
role in securing the Sport Eng¬ 
land funding with the help of her 
husband Paul, also a coach at the 
club, and additional help from 
Essex County Cricket Club. 

She emphasised the import¬ 
ance of the complex becoming a 
facility which is used by the whole 
community. This was at the heart

of Sport England agreeing to half 
fund the development. 

Club president Alan Howick 
said: “It will serve the community 
of Old Harlow and it will be one of 
most substantial cricket facilities 
in the region. It will be open 365 
days a year. 

“Essex were very helpful and 
we are very grateful to them. We 
think we are one of the only clubs 
in Essex to achieve this level of 
funding from Sport England.” 

Mrs Baxter said keeping the 
neighbours on side was crucial 
and all were written to and 
invited to look at the club’s 
plans. 

“We are trying to minimise dis¬ 
ruption in the local community. 
We have had lots of positive feed¬ 


back,” she said. “This will help 
maintain a green space.” 

Howick added: “The neigh¬ 
bours were anxious but we have 
been very supportive.” 

The new clubhouse will even 
offer a viewing gallery with state- 
of-the-art panels which ensures 
the cricketers will not miss a 
single minute of the action on 
either of the club’s two main 
pitches. 

“You will be able to watch two 
games of cricket at the same time 
should you wish,” said Howick. 

The project has cost more than 
what a normal clubhouse would 
have cost to construct because it 
has been built on virgin land and 
a lot of preparation work has had 
to go into making the foundations 


strong enough to deal with a 
building of this size (it measures 
450ft square and 29metres by 
15m). 

Among the modern aspects to 
the eco-friendly design include 
special slit windows. “This is so 
the cricketers can look out when 
they are putting on their pads - 
you don’t have that at Lord’s,” 
beamed Howick. 

The original clubhouse was 
built after the end of the Second 
World War. This will be demol¬ 
ished at the end of the 2016 sea¬ 
son. 

But the scoreboard building, 
which doubles as the grounds¬ 
man’s storage facility, will remain 
in its present location as this 
dates back to Victorian times.

The new development could 
attract new members who want to 
use the modern site. “We actually 
need coaches to look after them. 
We are at our ultimate capacity, so 
we need more people to help us,” 
Howick added.
